-Nerling. Thar he with his Pinnaſſe. made prize ofa 
Ship of Portugal! which was bound for Fernamback 
being-laden with Wine, Oyle;and Meale. That hee 
" tooke in the fame Ship diuers Letters of which was 
made. great vſe.in the Bay, ſeeing that by them 
appearing what Nautes were comming to recouer 
"It, they made ir ſtronger, and fortified the Towne of 
Sa/nador better and better, That he being ſenc ro ſea 
with his Pinaſſe on the 12. of March to croſle the 
ea vpon 13;and 14. degrees, to the- intent that Dz> 
Fick-de Reyter might returne to the Bay hauing done 
the like before. That he lefr chen 12, well mounted

-ued that our ſhips did ridevpon their Ankers neere 
tothe ſhore : That theſe Shaloupes fceing no hope 
-of gertir.g of any ayde, and -being in Janger to be 
*{urprited, returned backe againe to his Pinaſle 
which was then repairing his -Maft and Bow-ſprite : 
That hee went therevpon towards rhe VYuited Pro- 
-ninces on-the 6. of Aprill, hauing farſt ſeene a great 
fire in the Bay, which made a ſhew as it many ſhips 
'had beene burning. Thar he had! nox-heard any ty- 
dings of the ſuccefſe-whichourVice-Admirall Peter 
Heyz hath hadivpon the Coaſts of Africa. That in 
the Towne were about 1600. luſtic {ouldiers. And 
«+600, Marrinersin our ſhips. That'there was proui- 
. . -ſionenoughof Meale and Oylez and-that they had 
enough of other vituals, and Wine for the-ſpace 
-of two or three moneths. That:the Colonell Schew- 
ten was deceaſcd,and his Brother choſen in his place:

I know that it is rumoured at Brs//el: that the 
Fleetes of Spainechaue raken-the Bay and put there 
all liuing creatures to che Sword,and fired onr ſhips. 

' But ſeeing that this rumour is raiſed onely. vpon-the 
hopes which the Spanifh:conceiued of therecouerie 
_of it,. ſecing thar they were come there beforcour 
;grcatFleer, there is lictle credit to be giuen to Ronde 
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ill rumours or tidings, And that eſpecially ſeeing 
that ſuch a cumour conrinued but one day, and thar. 
they write from Sealand wich Letters of the 28. of 
June new Sctile, that there is come tiding from Saint 
Lucas (which lyeth in Spaine) that theirs and the 
Portugall Fleet haue beene cruelly beaten by the 
Hollanders, and that it was rumoured that 28. of. 
Spaniſh and Portugal ſhips are ſunke and deſtroyed. 

Now at this inſtant we haue receiued tidings from 
Siaill with Letters of the 16-0f Tune, That there hath 
becn a hot Confli& in this Bay berwixt the Spaniſh 
and che Hollanders,in which the Spaniſh (as it is re- 
ported) haue preuailed againg them.Bur ſceing thar 
the Letters which are ſent from Lisbox on the 17, of 
June make no mention of this newes, there are but 
few-which will belecue it. . 

This is aſmuch as I haue at this preſent of theſe 
buſinefles. And I hope that none that haue any ſence |. 
or judgement will blame me if either hee , I, or a- 
ny other ſhall receiue or publiſh hereafter any thing 
contrary to this newes. For I tranſlate onely the 
' Newes verbatim out of the Tongues or-Langueges 
in which they are written, and: hauing no kill in 
Prognoſtication, leaue therefore the judgement to 
the Reader, & that eſpecially when-there are tidings 
which contradict one another. |

By ſeucrall Letters which are ſent from Bremzez,we learn 
theſe following particulars: That in the ſame Biſhoprick 
are ſent by the King of Deamarke many Horſe and Foote, 
beſides great ſtore of Munition , and divers VVarlike In- 
firuments. That the King of Dexmarke hath 18000, Foote 
of his owne, (befides 12000. which he hath from the King 
of Swedes) and 4000. Horſe. 

Thar there are likewiſe brought from Holand many field 
Peeces, or Coluerins, & diuers new VWarlike Inſtruments. 
That it was there rumoured , that the King of Dexmarke 
would martch tewards the Land of Zeſſex, and to the Pa- 
latinate, to ſet them againe at liberty. | 

The Carholique League hath giuen Commiſhonto thiir 
Generall the Count T4 , to leave yet 6. Regiments for 
thetn, | 

They write from Spajye, that the King of Sparmr hath ra- 
tified the agreement which the Duke of Newburg hath made 
with the Marquiefle of Brandenburg , concerning the Lands 
of Gwleck, Berg, and Clexe. 

Our EleQor hath cauſed diuers Peeces of Ordinance to 
be ſenefrom Kaiſers-weert to Bow, and gtuen order for the 
buying of diuers Warlike Inſtruments, beſides Bullets and

They giue vs to vnderftand with ſeuerall Letters written

They of Francfort giuevs to vnderſtand , that many of 
the Imperiall Souldiers which lay about worms , are runne 
away, and that they are not aboue 6000, men ſtrong. That 
ſecing the Garriſons are diminiſhed in the Pal/atinae , the 
Weapons are taken from the Burgers of Hezde/burg and

That the Generall T:#y hath ſent fome of his Forces to.

They write from Prage, that the Emperour making no 


- account, -that there will be any VWarre in Hungary , hath

Here are tydingt come from weſel, that Count XMar/- 
feld hauingcroſt rhe River of 2eſe with 12000. Foote,and 
3000. Horſe, went on to'pafſe the Riuer of Rhyne. 


Welcarne by ſeucrall Letters which are ſent from Hol. 
lard, that the States haue lately very well prouided Lilo, 
Lifkens, Hoeck , and all their other places which lye vpon 
the frontiers of their Enemies. 


They write from the Land of Aarke, that the Towne 
of Hernordt hath ſutrendred it ſelte ro the forces of the E- 
lecor of Braxdenberg.. But Sparenberg which lyerh on a 
high Mountaine, ftandeth Rill out againſt chem. 

We vnderſtand from Aytwerpethat there was no mO- 
; IG. ney 
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ney tobe had for theTtalian ſouldiers, and that the letters 
of exchange which came for them, are: accepred,: but not 
payed; and that the Notaries are charged not ts make 
any Proteſts by reaſon ofthe non-payment of their letters 
of Exchange. 

It is confirmed againe from Amterdam, that Captaine 
william Codde of Enchuyſen meeting about weſt-Cappel in 
Zealapd a Dunkerker, who vied the Colours ot the Prince 
of Orange, tooke him, and 4. Priſoners which they had ta- 
ken. On rhe ſame Ship were three Capraines, and ſome 
of them had ſcrued the States in formertime. 

Some fiue Freeboorers of the rowne of $'Hertgoenboſh 
paſt lately the Riuer of Zeck with a Boate, intending to 
rryc their fortunes in the Biſhopricke 0fY7rechr, and tooke 
ſome Husbandmean in a Village. But being diſcoucred, 
they ofthe Countrey reſcued them, and {luc two of the 
Spaniſh, Theſe two which were dead,and three other be- 
ing afterwards carried to Y7rechr, were there hanged. 

Moreouer, we vnderſtand thence, that there haue bene 
made ready in the vnited Prouinces, twenty ſhips for the 
ſeruice of his Mateſtie, That their menof VWarre have ta- 
ken two Dunkerkers, and brought one of them in Zea/and, 
and the other to Enchuyſen: cucry one of them being man- 
ned very neare with forty meu.

They haue through all Brabazt made great Triumphes 
of icy,bur eſpecially at Aztwerpe, by reaſon of the ſurren- 
dring of Breda, | 
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'Tr is thought that ſhortly ſome other attemptſhall bee 
made ; for there arealready many Waggons , great ſtore 
of Munition, Victuals,and other neceſſarics prouided. 

Thgre are many Shallops, and flac bottomed Boats, 
(cach one of them is furniſhed with 2. {mall peeces) made 
ready : beſtdes a ſtrong Bridge , which confifteth inſeue- 
rall peeces,and may be layde on the YVater, Iris repor- 
tcd, that it will bz able to bears 3009, men,both horſe and 
foote, with their fall Weapousandcompleat Armour. It 
is thought that ir ſhill this Summer be employed before a 
ſtrong Towne which lyeth on the VVater. 

Here areagaine diuers new Commiſſions granted to 
lJeauie men , ſeing that there is ſome money come from 
S»aine : And it is concluded by the Counſell of Warre, 
and the States of Brabaxt, that there ſhall be railed $000. 
Dutch-men, 4000. Italians, 2009. Spaniards, and 2000. 
Wallownes, 

The Garriſon of the town of Bredz marctht on the 5. of 
Tune ina very good order out of the town,8& fome of ours 
came in it the ſameday, according to the Capitulation. 
Tacce went our of it aboue 4700. fouldiers, aſwell of the 
Birgers as others, & were all for the moſt part Iuſtie men, 
cloatned 18 good apparre!l,and furniſhed with good wea 
pons and armor,(beſides the Sicke.) They conſiſted in 45 
Companies 0tfoote, and 2.Cornets of horſe : They car 
with thetn 70, VWaggons with Baggage , and after then 
ri:d followed many Vagons which were loaden with 
m-.cables ofthe Burgers which departed thence. They 
went outof thetrowne from 10.0f the clocke in the mor- 
ning, vntill 6, of theelocke in the cucning. | 

The Borrow-Maſter Borgaine(who is likewiſe a Captain 

* of Horſe) departed firſt wirh his troupe of horſe : Afcer 
— TP! Sade I {5 him 
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him came 200. Waggons and Carts, beivg loaden with 
Baggage, and other moucables, and Houſhold ufc, be- 
ing accompanied witha greatnumber of Burgers & their 
Families, 

After them martched the Gouernor 1«/{izus of Neſiaw, 
with the other chiefe Comman&ers amd Captaines with 
their forces. 

The Scottiſh, Hollanders,Zealander,and VWallownes, 
(which were all luſtie men, and deckt with good appar- 
rel]) had the Vanguard . 

The French had the Middle Guard, 

The Engliſh, and both the two Guards of the Jate de 
_ ceaſed Prince,and of this preſent, had the: Reere-Guard 
witha troupe of horſe of the Goucrnor of the towne ; a- 
mong{twhich was iam of Naffawthe naturall Sonne 
of the deccaſed Prince of Oranye of famous memory: This 
troupe carried blacke colours, 

They martching on with their full Weapons, diſplayed 
Enfignes, lighted Matches, and the found of Drums and 
Trumpers, were-condutted by ( the Spaniſh ) by the way 
of Meede towards Geeriruydemburg : Where the Prince of 
Orange, and diuers other chiefe Commanders, did bid the 
Gouernour ſtinus , and diu ers other principall Com- 
manders welcome. x 

The moſt part of theſe Companics were the ſame day 
ſent by water to ſcuerall Garriſon townes. And the Prince 
of Orange went about the cuening with the Collonel Aer- 
£4nto his Leaguer of waelwyck, The 4. Brafle Peeces,and 
2. Murtherers, with 40, Bullets were ſhipt.
